In Alberta Monday was a double 
nominations day.

various smaller groups. In the Do- 
minion contest, 672 Candidates were 
named, of whom 240 were Liberal, 
213 Conservative, 96 C.C.F., 28 New- 
Democracy-Social Credit, while various 
other designations—Independent Lib- 
Independent onservatives, 
Communists, Independents, and others 
made up the total.

If the volume of our milk and cream 
increases to any appreciable extent 
and our Plants are worked as econ- 
omically and efficiently as they have 
been during the past year, there will 
always be a nice profit to be returned 


to the member in direct ratio to his P 


patronage. 

If the Directors had not implicit 
faith in—-us. as individual members, 
they could not have distributed so 
much of their profits. True, they 
have not emptied their coffers, but 
they have reduced their war chest 
to the extent of this distribution. In 
any other set-up than a Co-operative 
one this would be an impossibility, 
but your Board are relying on your 
tenacity and strength of purpose.

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MARKING THE BALLOT 


Two different systems of marking the ballot will 
be used in the two elections to be held in Alberta 
this month. 

While this, we should judge, is generally known, 
there may be danger of confusion in some instances. 
In order that the results of ‘the elections may not: be 
affected by the errors of a number of electors in 
marking their ballots, may we suggest to our readers 
that they should make as widely known as they can, 
the difference between the two systems? : 

In the Alberta Provincial Election on Thursday 
next, March 21st, the preferential system of voting 
is used. ‘The voter should place a figure 1 in the 
blank space opposite the name of the candidate he 
wants to elect, the figure 2 opposite his second 
choice, the figure 3 opposite his third, and so forth. 

The second and third and any later choices will 
not count at all in rural constituencies if the first 
choice candidate gets a majority. They merely 
enable the voter to say which of the other candidates 
he would wish to see win, if his own candidate is 
defeated. : 

Only the figures should be marked on the ballot— 
no other mark whatsoever, and not a cypher or “O”’, 
as we have been told voters in some instances have 


thought to be the proper marking. 


In the Federal election, to be held on March 26th, 
the elector must mark his ballot for one candidate 
only. He must mark the ballot not with any figure 
but with a cross, in the shape of a letter X. 

These may be simple matters, but there is always” 
some danger that confusion may arise, and readers 
of The Leader can help to prevent it.

SPENCER AND BATTLE RIVER 


There are times when character and personality, 
and a record of achievement in public service, place 
a man above the ordinary criteria in party contro- 
versy, and unite behind him wide sections of the 
electorate whose political philosophies may differ 
but who recognize proven worth. 

Such should be the outcome in the forthcoming 
Federal General election, in the constituency of 
Battle River, where Henry E. Spencer of Edgerton 
is a candidate. From the standpoint of the interests 
of Agriculture in Alberta and Western Canada we 


- believe it to be of the greatest importance that he 


should be elected. 

* Mr. Spencer served for fourteen years in the 
House of Commons as representative of the con- 
stituency. He is the only member, who is a Federal 
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candidate in Alberta, of that “Ginger Group” 
of Farmer members from this Province who served 
the West and Agriculture in particular, from 1921 
to 1935 with such distinction, ability and courage, 
as to win for themselves a Dominion-wide reputation. 
He should be sent back to Ottawa to give this 
primary industry and the people of Alberta further 
service. : 

Mr. Spencer’s defeat in the election of 1935 was 
due to circumstances totally unrelated to the nature 
of his record, for the farm people throughout the 
constituency and townsmen as well, had long taken 
pride in the exceedingly creditable character of 
that record. His record was never the subject of 
criticism, but only of praise. His return to the 
House of Commons on March 26th should be a 
matter of course.

_One.of the first achievements of the Farmer repre- 
sentatives from Alberta and other Western Provinces 
of which Mr. Spencer was a most active member, 
was the restoration of the Crow’s Nest Pass Agree- 
ment rates on grain—an achievement which has 
meant the adding of 4 cents to the price received by 
the producer on every bushel of wheat which he has 


~ shipped since 1923. 


Every time a farmer ships 1000 bushels of wheat 
today he saves $40 because of that successful fight 


in the House of Commons.

Mr. Spencer played a leading role during the- 


whole of his period of service at Ottawa in the 
fight for monetary and banking reform, upon which 
he is a recognized authority. He constantly fought 


for a nationally owned central bank, and for the 


nationalization of the whole banking system of 
Canada. He moved to insert a penalty clause for 
breaches of the section of the Bank Act which set 
the interest limit on loans at 7 per cent. He intro- 
duced a resolution, on more than one occasion, call- 
ing for the establishment of full-time health units— 
until he finally won the support of the House and 
favorable action was taken by the Government. 
He was a critic of the immigration policies of suc- 
cessive Governments, always insisting that to make 
conditions on the farm attractive could be the only 
sound method of advertising Canada abroad. 

If these things were all (and they touch only 
the fringe of the matters effectively dealt with by 
Mr. Spencer in the public interest during the period 
of fourteen years, and his record of service in the 
farm movement and in the field of education have 
been left untouched) they would constitute con- 
vincing reasons why he should be sent to Ottawa 
again by Battle River.

CIVIL LIBERTY 


Every candidate in the Federal election should 
be asked to state whether he favors the modification 
of the present regulations under the War Measures 
Act. In curtailing civil liberty the regulations go 
far beyond those considered necessary by the British 
Parliament—though Britain is in the thick of the 
struggle and we are thousands of miles from the 
scene of conflict. 

In our fight to put an end to the threat of foreign 
tyrannies, we shall be well advised not to part with 
our own civil liberties... Censorship and special pow- 
ers are necessary in so far as they may be directed 
against leakage of information that might. be useful 
to the enemy. But arbitrary suppression of civil 


freedom is another matter. |

INDEPENDENTS 


Independent candidates in 44 of the 
47 single member provincial constitu- 
encies, and citizens’ candidates in the 
two larger cities, are the result of a 
widespread desire among Albertans to 
shelve partyism. 

The March 2lst election in the 
southern half of the Province resolves 
itself into a straight contest between 
Social Credit and non-party candi- 
dates, and, in the majority of northern 
constituencies a three-cornered battle, 
Social Credit, Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation and non-party. 

Result of the 1935 election had much 
to do with the movement for unity in 
this campaign. Social Credit swept 
Albertans to a new pinnacle of enthus- 
iasm. No force could stem the aval- 
anche that buried the Farmer ad- 
ministration. But when the cam- 
paign was over and Social Crediters 
occupied 56 of 63 legislative seats, it 
was realized the splitting of the non- 
Social Credit vote among two, three 
and more party candidates had robbed 
the Province of the service of an 
effective opposition. 

Plans for co-ordination of opposition 
to the Social Credit regime were con- 
sidered as early as 1936. 
ers.of Alberta, chief antagonists of 
Social Credit in 1935, remained aloof, 
however, as did also the C.C.F. 

The plan for party co-operation had 
to be shandons . Immediately a new 
proposal was brought forward, not of 
party co-operation, but of unity of 
members of all parties. It recognized 
the inability of the parties to meet the 
need in the next general election. 
It proposed the cessation of party 
activity in favor of a movement to 


_, which voters of all parties could sub- 
‘ “ geribe. 


Three events strengthened this cause 
of unity. Non-party organization 
won a by-election in- Lethbridge. A

Nearly 50 Million Acres 
in Nine Southern States 


Ruined by Erosion 


Nearly fifty million acres of land in 
nine Southern States of the U.S., from 
Virginia to Louisiana, are ruined by 
erosion beyond immediate recovery, 
and another hundred million acres 
are damaged from the same causes. 
Efforts to deal with this problem are 
being made by the Government’s Soil 
Conservation Service, which has 48 
erosion control demonstration areas 
embracing 2-1/2 million acres. Ninety- 
two CCC eamps are working on 33 
million acres—some of the land being 
strip-cropped, some under suitable 
crop rotation, some terraced, and some 
placed under contour cultivation. Far- 
mers co-operating receive some com- 
pensation through the Triple A con- 
servation payments.

The 
gathering gave gratifying and concrete 
evidence of the growing determination 
of firmers to consolidate their forces 
in the fields especially of co-operation 
and of livestock improvement, and 
thus to enhance their economic bar- 
gaining power raising both the quality 
of their products and the purchasing 
power of the membership of their 
organizations. 

Called by the Joint Committee on 
Livestock Improvement set up some 
_weeks ago by the Boards of the Central 
Alberta Livestock Association and the 
U.F.A. Central Co-operative Associa- 
tion, the meeting was attended by 
delegates from: Agricultural Improve- 
ment Associations and U.F.A. Locals 
covering a wide area in Central Al- 
berta, some of those present, having 
travelled two hundred miles in order 
to make their contribution to the 


discussions and decisions. 
Joint Action Approved Unanimously 
Significant of the spirit of the 


meeting was the first important reso- 
lution in which unanimous approval 
was expressed of the action taken by 
the two Boards in setting up the joint 
committee, and another’ resolution 
which requested the Central. Boards 
of the two organizations to ‘‘devise 
ways and means of setting up correct 
methods regarding the. distribution 
of dividends, costs, membership fees 
and relationship’. This referred to 
the new position created by the 
Association of the A.I.A.’s_ through 
the Central Alberta Livestock Asso- 
ciation, with the joint set-up. The 
resolution provided that the findings

Elected chairman of the conference, 
Norman F. Priestley gave a_ brief 
account of the action which had been 


taken, in pursuance of instructions 
from the Annual U.F.A. Convention 
which had instructed the U.F.A. 


Central Board to endeavor to bring 
about a consolidation of the various 
farmer organizations of the Province. 
He described the setting up of the 
joint committee of the U.F.A. Co- 
operative and the C.A.L.A. Members 
of the committee are Messrs. Priestley 
and Church for the U.F.A. Co-opera- 
tive and C. D. Lane of Neutral Hills, 
president of the livestock organization, 
and Newman, secretary. 


Development of the A.I.A.’s. 


The manner in which the movement 
for agricultural improvement grew 
out of action taken first by farmers 
of Dickson, west of Innisfail; in: the 
establishment of a purebred sire area, 
was described by Mr. Newman. This 
group also-pioneered in‘eradication of 
the warble fly and bot fly, and the 
introduction of bacon production tests. 
From Dickson the movement, which is 
supported by the Dominion Govern- 


ment, and had the assistance’ of 
Provincial fieldmen, spread next to 
Neutral Hills and then to many 


other districts, and a large number of 
these local organizations came together 
to form the C.A.L.A. : 

Livestock improvement activities 
had led in the direction of co-opera- 
tive buying of needed supplies, and 
to avoid the possibility of competition 
between farmer co-operatives, co-ordi- 
nation with the U.F.A. Co-operative 
had been brought about, and also 
with the Canadiat Co-operative Wool 
Growers, the C.A.L.A. now acting as 
agents for the latter body in the 
domestic wool producing areas of the 
Province, 

An Advisory Committee on policy, 
elected by regional groups, was set 
up as follows: Goose Lake, —— 
Westphal, Cereal; Neutral Hills, C. A. 
Fawcett, Consort; Chauvin-Wain- 
wright, D. Rattray, Wainwright; Pro- 
vost-Sedgewick, H. Probst, Lougheed; 
Hoadley-Dickson, D. A. Boden, La- 
combe; Erskine-Coronation, R. M. 
Merchant, Coronation. 

On Mr. Newman’s suggestion, it was 
decided that U.F.A. Locals should 
have the right to appoint delegates to 
the regional boards, U.F.A. Locals 
being in fact on the same basis in this 
respect as the A.I.A.’s. 

Discussions took place”~on eradica- 
tion of bot and warble flies, the advice 
and suggestions made by Superin- 
tendent IF’. H. Reed of the Lacombe 
Experimental Farm being very greatly 
appreciated. 


514 Townships in New Restricted Area 


Information given by Mr. Newman 
and others during discussion of the 
setting up of restricted areas for the 
eradication of bovine’ tuberculosis 
proved most useful. In order that 
any ‘such area may be set up, two- 
thirds of the cattle owners must 
petition the Provincial Minister of 
Agriculture, who in turn will forward 
the request to the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

As the result of bacon production 
tests carried on in the MHoadley- 
Dickson area, the district is producing 
50 per.cent better hogs than it was 
four years ago. Dr. Shimer, of Olds, 
Manager of the Mountain View Co- 
operative Shipping Association, and 
P. A. Switzer, Lacombe, of the Blind- 
Man Valley Co-operative Marketing 
Association, gave an interesting outline 
of the achievements of their organiza- 
tions. 

It was agreed that auction sales 
be encouraged and controlled by the 
regional boards; also that the joint 
committee endeavor to arrange for 


shipment of hogs either by truck or 
train to obtain lowest handling costs. 

Appreciation was expressed of re- 
habilitation work now being done, 
and of assistance given by fieldmen. 
Extension of this work, including 
improvement of home surroundings, 
was requested. 

R. M. MeCool, northern representa- 
tive of the U.F.A. Co-operative, on 
being introduced, offered his assist- 
ance at all times.

Estimate Average Value of 
Farm Lands in Canada 


Farm lands in Canada last year 
were valued at an average of $25 
per acre, an increase of $1 an acre 
over the average for 1938, according 
to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
This figure is still considerably less 
than the $48 which was the figure for 
1920. The low was touched in 1934, 
at $23 an acre. B.C. farm lands top 
the list for Canada with an average 
value of $60 per acre. Saskatchewan 
lands are at the bottom of the list 
with an average value of $15, and 
Alberta lands are valued at $16 per 
acre, on the average.

FOR PLANT GROWTH . 

The story of the: discovery of a 
new element in plant growth—Vita- 
min B-1—is told in a recent issue of 
Better Homes and Gardens. Enquiry 
to the Department of Agriculture 
reveals that there is a deficiency of 
this vitamin in certain plants, particu- 
larly house plants, roses, and shrubs; 
and that the application of small 
amounts of the substance, in crystal 
form, substantially promotes the 
growth of the plant and sometimes 
the quantity and quality of bloom. 
While experiments have not been 
carried on in Canada, the Dominion 
Horticulturist states .that there is 
sufficient satisfactory data from A‘meri- 
can experimental stations to warrant

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World Wheat Situation |

The wheat market is following an 
indecisive course. Until the fate of 
the United States winter wheat crop 
is definitely decided there will be no 
particular trend. That crop is emerg- 
ing from the earth and appears to be 
in a healthy condition. But the 
weather in the next few weeks is all 
important. If high winds are absent 
and rains fall frequently and abun- 
dantly a fair crop will be harvested 
and this will have a ‘‘bearish’’ in- 
fluence. 


Reaction of Russo-Finnish Agreement 
How easily the market can be affected 
is indicated by the reaction to the 
news of the peace agreement between 
Russia and Finland. Prices receded 
because it was concluded that the 
European war would not extend north- 
easterly once the Finnish war was at 
anend. Any spread of the European 
war is indicated as “bullish” because 
agriculture is dislocated by war and 
armies require more food. ; 

It is exceedingly difficult to discern 
what is ahead for wheat. Canada has 
such super-abundant supplies and 
there are such substantial surpluses 
elsewhere that strong markets appear 
to be out of the question. “At the same 
time reports of extensive damage to 
the United States winter wheat crop 
or to the European crop would certainly 
bring rising prices. 

Spring is not far away and once the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence River 
are open for navigation a heavy out- 
flow of wheat from Canada is sure to 
follow. Great Britain is concentrating 
her purchases on Canadian supplies 
and has already bought heavily for 
spring delivery. ; 

The Canadian visible wheat totalled 

317,561,177 bushels on March 8th. 
It is gradually coming down, but there 
is certain to be a carryover of around 
250 million bushels at the end of ‘the 
crop year. 
_ The weather has been fairly mild 
in Western Canada. In Alberta the 
drought .area is under a blanket of 
snow. Along the foothills of Southern 
Alberta the snow has been cleared off 
by chinooks. .

before the editors of more than 300 
newspapers in 48 different countries. 
The Declaration and documents have 
been sent out in ten different languages, 
to countries ranging from Iran and 
Irak to Mexico and Chile, from New 
Zealand to Ireland. 

They have gone to the Balkans, to 
Scandinavia, to Turkey and the Far 
East, and even to Spain and Italy. 
“That those countries may know,” 
in the words of the Herald, ‘that 
Britain is free to debate the principles 
of freedom. From coast to coast 
across North and South America, and 
in European countries outside Ger- 
many, editors have been made aware 


_ of this great enterprise. 


“At the same time, arrangements 
have been made for similar debates 
in other countries, in the United States, 
in the Dominions and Colonies, in 
India, in Scandinavia, 
France and Belgium, in South Ameri- 
can countries and in the Far East. 
“The Daily Herald will exchange 
its’ material and results with each 
co-operating country. They will have 
their own drafting committees to shape 


declarations similar to our own.” 


Drafting Committee 


The committee responsible for the 
drafting of the Declaration consists 
of H. G. Wells as chairman, Lord 
Sankey, former Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Horder (who was physician for King 
George V), Sir Norman Angell, Sir 
Richard Gregory, Sir John Orr, emi- 
nent scientist whose work on nutrition 
some years ago revealed the appalling 
undernourishment of millions of per-

POOLS URGE WHEAT PAYMENT 

A meeting of the board of the 
Canadian Co-operative Wheat Produc- 
ers Limited (the three Wheat Pool 
organizations) in Winnipeg recently 
passed a resolution urging the Federal 
Government, under the War Measures 
Act, to authorize the Canadian Wheat 
Board to make an additional payment 
on the 1939 wheat crop to enable 
farmers to finance seeding operations. 


Hon. C. D. Howe, in Ottawa, called 
Dr. Manion’s promise to abolish radio 
licenses ‘‘a bribe’ declaring that 
publicly owned radio must be financed 
either by licénse or by taxation. 

That the Red Cross had had to 
supply soldiers with clothing the Gov- 
ernment should have been responsible 
for was charged by Col. Drew, who, 
in Alberta ddresses, also attacked the 
Bren gun deal. 

A long, hard struggle was prophe- 
sied by Hon. T Crerar, in his 
Calgary address last week; the major 
issue was the war, he said, and the 
choice between ‘‘Manion and inexper- 
ience or King, one of the first six 
statesmen of the Empire.”’
